New Delhi, the 30th October, 1978 

G.S.R. 515 (E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 63 of the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) 
Act, 1974 (6 of 1974), ihe Central Government after con¬ 
sultation with Ihe Central Board for the Prevention and 
Control of Water Pollution, hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Water (Prevention and Control of 
Pollution) Rules, 1975 namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Water (Prevention 

and Control of Pollution) (Second Amendment) 
Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of then- 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) 
Rules, 1975, — 

(i) in rule 3, for sub-rule (2) the following sub-rule 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

"(2) (a) in addition to the salary specified in sub¬ 
rule (1), the Chairman shall be entitled to city 
compensatory allowance and house rent allowance 
as admissible to a Central Government servant 
in terms of Ministry of Finance (Department of 
Expenditure) O.M. No. 2(3)-E. 11(B)/64, dated 
the 27th November, 1965”. 

Provided that where the Chairman is allotted an 
accommodation by the Central Government, he 
shall not be entitled to house rent allowance and 
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shall be required to pay ten per cent of the emolu¬ 
ments drawn by him as house rent or license 
fee. 

(b) in respect of journeys undertaken by the Chair¬ 
man in connection with his duties as Chairman, 
he shall be entitled to travelling allowance and 
daily allowance at the rates permissible in the 
case of a Government officer of equivalent rank 
under the Supplementary Rules of the Central 
Government: 

(c) the Central Board shall provide to the Chairman, 
medical facilities as admissible to an officer of 
the Central Government drawing salary of Rs. 
3000/- per mensem.”; 

(ii) in rule 4, for sub-rule (2) the following sub-rule 
shall be substituted, namely :—- 

“(2) (a) In addition to the salary specified 111 sub¬ 
rule (1) the Member-Secretary shall be entitled 
to city compensatory allowance and house rent 
allowance as admissible to a Central Government 
servant in terms of Ministry of Finance (Depart¬ 
ment of Expenditure) O.M. No, 2(3)-B. 11(B)/ 
64, dated the 27th November, 1965. 

Provided that where the Membcr-Secretaiy is allotted 
an accommodation by the Centra 1 Government 
he shall not be entitled to house rent allowance 
and shall be required to pay ten per cent of the 
emolument drawn by him as house rent or license 
tee. 

(b) in respect of journeys undertaken by the Member- 
Secretary in connection with his duties as Mem¬ 
ber-Secretary he shall be entitled to travelling 
allowance and daily allowance at the rates permis¬ 
sible in the case of a Government Officer of 
equivalent rank under the Supplementary Rules 
of the Central Government; 

(c) the Central' Board shall provide to the Member- 
Secretary, medical facilities as admissible to an 
officer of the Central Government drawing salary 
in the scale of Rs. 2250-2500 per mensem."
